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Summary 

A critical comment to the plant distribution census by the Environment 
Agency held in 1982 through 1984 fiscal years are given. To improve accuracy 
of identification and reliability of distribution maps, the followings are advised. 
(1) The census should be entrusted to local botanical clubs prefecture-wise 
instead of free participation of individuals. (2) The report of habitat should 
be indicated on map directly instead of description of mesh code. (3) The 
target plants should be selected from the standpoint that they are easily identi¬ 
fied even by those who have poor taxonomic knowledge. (4) The taxonomic 
study of target plants should be performed by specialists on the basis of 
herbarium materials. (5) A committee, consists mainly of taxonomic specialists, 
should be organized as the headquater of the census. (6) The data source of 
the census should be opened to public for scientific criticism. 
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
